THE CORPR LEGISLATIF.

Jules Favre on the Roman (Quesilion,

In the sitting of the Legislatit Corps, on the
2d instant, M, Jules Favre submitted his toter-
peliation on the Homun question, He hoped
tbat the Leglhlative body would express its
dieapprovel of the expedition to Rome for four
reasons i—Tue expedition was cootrary to the
prineiples ol right, and cowpromised the in-
terests of Frapce; it was especially detrimental
10 the eausee 1t wished to serve; i placed France
fn u series of complications, oul of which it was
ouly possgible to escipe by committing au error
or by provokiog legitimate discontent,

M. Jules Favre reproached the Government
with acting without consuliling the Leglslatif
Corps. It was the duty of the Chamber to pro-
vide for the consequences of sceomplished faste,
M. Jules Fayre thenentered futo a long historical
narrative of the facts which preceded the expe-
dition. He did not sdmit that tue French Gov-
ernment was forced to consider 1tzell bonnd by
the Convention of the 15th of Beptember, when
g0 many violations of otler treaties had been
accepted withont a protest, He regretted that
the Government which had expressed to the
Scnate Its sympathy for Italian umty should
not have eought an amicable arrangement with
Itely.

HTJules Fayre regarded the proposed Cou-
ference ## o chimera. A conlerence wounld
necessarily be snimaled by the spint of modemn
ideas, and the only result would be humiliation
to the Papacy., M. Jules Favre concluded his
specch by saying that the French Government
bhad bad the lincirliv:xl torn 1o pleces by the
Council of Blate, but kad picked up she frag-

leadere, several of whom afterwards had to
suffer within the p:ison walls for acts committed
wilhin a lew feet ontside of them,

If the front wall was the place where the
Fenjans made the attemps (snd it must have
been there or at tue back, a3 restdences stand
eloge to the wall at each end), the opposite resi.
dences eould not but be heavy sullerers by the
explosion. They consisted ol ordinary brick
Louses, not at any time too etrone, built for and
vccupled by working people, They wers thres
stories high, and crowded with occupants, each
story baying at leust one family, sud sometimes
more. Il twency hooses (4s the telegiam in-
jorms us) were destroyed, the number of killed
gnd wounded is more likely to be over than
under the figures reported,

TERRIFIC CONFLAGRATION IN PITTSBURG.

———————

Great Western Gun Works Destroyed—
Rapid and Fatal Discharge of Five=
ayme—~Une Man Killed, Others Injured—
The Explosion of Onrtridges—Wallace's
Flour Store and Colviile's Marble
Works Durned.

This morning after 12 o'clock a fire broke out
in the Great Weastern (Gun Works, situsted on
the corner of Wayne sud Peno strects, in the
Fourth Ward, resulting v Lhe «otire destruction
ol the gun works, the floar store of 1), Wallace,
fronting on Peun street, and the marble works
of R. A. Colville, fronting on Wayne street,

The flames were tirst discovered isening from
the corner of the gun works, on Penn and
Woyne sireets. The walcboian immediately
tounded san alarm from Box 82, but for somp
1eason the big bell did not strike, The alarm
was given 1o the engine houases, however, and
the tircmen were promptly on hand; but before
the congtues conld arrive at the geeue of the fire,
the bullding was wrapped in flames,

Immedintely in the rear of the office of the
gun works was stored a larde amount of Govern-
ment ammunition, Tols siorebonse ran parallcl
10 Peun street, It is slated dhat a large number
of loaded guous were stored o the works and
this Government depot, The fire soon renched
these, and o terriie explogion feliowed. The
Inaded puns were discharged in every direction,

endangering the lives of the firgmen and large |

rumbers of spectators, who flocked to the scene
ntoine Keck, a boy ffteen years
of age, who wis stunding on the steps ol Lhe
Pittsburg, Fert Wayne, and Chieago Rallrosd
building o?puaite. was shot through the nepk
nud mortally wounded; he was immediately car-
ried Lo his tather's hotel on Liberty street, oppo-

The buildings iu the vicinlty of the Gun
Works were riddied with bullets; a large num-
ber ol the windows in the Fort Wayoe boilding
were broken, some of the bullets éntlering the
telegraph office and inking the operator by
surprize. The outside of the building was
covered with bullet marks, The wholessle tar-
nitvre establishment of ¢, A. Klopter & Co., on
Wayne street, opposi'e the burning builldine,
wrs marked with bulleta, the balls grlnclpa(l
passing over the heads of the crowd balow, an
whistling in & manper not st all agreeable, Toe
rear windows of the ndjoiuing stores on Liberty
street were nlso riduled by bullets,

The flan es soun exténded to the flour and feed
store of D, Wallece, and consumed the contents,
Two horees stabled In the reat are reported as
Laving becn burned., The loas of Mr, Wallace
we were unable to learn, but it is probably not
very heavy.

The marble shop of Peter O, Renfers, on Penn
strect, wus next  burned, and cousiderable
marble work was destroyed. The marble works
of R. A. Colville, Erq.,, on Wayne strect,iweres
also totally destroyed. His works contained
several fiue monuments, which were nearly
completed.

Owing to the lateness of the hour, it was ime«
possible to  asccrtain with auy degree of acen-
racy the loss of J. H. Johnston, the proprietor
of the Greal Western Gan Works, or of any of
the other sufferers. The loss Lo the Government
on the property destroyed will be beavy,

The firemen dererve great crodit for their In-
trepidity o fucing the bullets, which were Aying
nbout us thick ne hail, The extreme cold weather
was also agalnst Lthem, as the water was formed
into ice all about them,

The butliling destroyed this maorning, which
had a front on Penn street of one hundred snd
fifty feet and a [frout of one hundred feet on
Wayne street, was erccted in the summer of
1864, the old warel.ouse which, for maoy years,
bad occupied thelground, having been destroyed
by fire on fhe morning of April 224 ot that year.
The warehouse was then in the occupancy of
Mr. D, Wallnoe, who lost heavily, and among
the suflerers then, a8 now, were Peler O, Reniers
and Robert A. Colville, marble cutters. Mr.
Wallace, wo belleve, bad a leate ol the property,

Robert Achsson Alexamdar,

The death of this well-knowu patron of the
turl and breeder of blooded stock occurred a
thort time since on his vast and splended do-
main in Woodlord county, Kemtaucky., Colonel
Alexander was perbaps the most extensive
breeder of fiue horses, cattle, aod sheep In the
United States, He was the proprietor of an
immense citate In Keotucky, furnlshed with
splendid barns and stables, #nd supporting the
largest stud in all the country, A gentlemaa of
liberal culure and enjoying a prinosly income,
he devoted his latter d,lrh"io the realization of
his fmvorite idea of prodecing In America s mece
of borses that should rival, If notéclipee, the
finest in the world,  To 1857 he imporied the
edlebrated #tallion Begthian, winner of the
Chester cup, and well known on the Eoglish
tarf, He alterwards purchased of Mr. Ten
Broeck the blind but incomparable Lexington,
frem whom has descended & magniticent pro-
reny, euch ss Noriolk, Asterold, Kentocky,
Aehining, and Idlewild, a lise of worthies that
umply jusliied his jodgment and sagacity in
sdlecting this American horse irom the best In
the English stnds which were offercd for
sale.  To Colomel Alexauder more than to any
other man s the country indebled for the
eplendid epecimens of ronning horses, roadsters,
nnd fine ontlle and rheap which are sucn promi-
nent fentures on gentlemen’s estates throaghout
the country., He gave ao impetus to the busi-
ness of fine sl.oc_ﬁ-gmwwx that bas had the
happlest effects. Mr, Alexander wuad born in
Kentucky in 1819; was educated in Earope, and
there inherited a vist property and a baronelcy
from his udele, in TLaunarkshire, Scotland., He
speut many years in Eoglnod and on the Conti-
penty, but becoming tired of Koropean lite, he
returned aud purchased of his brother the home-
tlead in Woodlord, Ky., whe'e be has spent the
balance of his days, frequently, however
mpking tripd to Eorope, where he was as wel
known at the Derby or tho Longehamps s at
New Orleans, Sarptogs, or Long lsland, In
rormnal appearance he was & man of medltm
ieluht, slightly stooplog, with a spare form,
thin face, cold, unsteady eye, thin, prominent
nase, and an expression of countenance frigid
snd ocsiculuting. He died very wealthy. e
good results flowing from his earnest efforts to
improve the blood of the noblest ol beasts will
bé felt for some time to come, while his memor
will be cherishied by a wide circle of friends,—

This receipt, If closely lollowed, would, at this
fentive sedson of the year, save tons of fruil snd
other expensive Ingredients, which are partly
wisted for the want of knowlnr how to turn
them Lo the best advantage, This padding will
be found sufliclent for elght percons atler a
Christmas dinner. Carclully prepare the fol
lowling previous to mixing the pudding:—Foor
ounces of stoued ralsiug, four ounces of sultanss,
balf s pound of well-cleaned currauts, bhall n
pound of beef guet, chinpped fne, two ouncos of
ruwderml white shgar, four ounces of flour,
walf & pourd of bread-erombe, twelve bitter
almonds blanched, chopped small, ball & naw
meg, arated, two ounces of eandied citron, the
peel of hall & small lemoo, chopped ting, sopa-
:nlf-l_v‘:l, put 1o & basin, break over foar eggs, and
#dd half a gill of brandy, Mix these all well
the evening before wantad, cover over till the
noming: and when all ia prepared, add half =

gill of milk, agatn well stir your pudding;

slighily butter a cioth, sprinkle = litile four
over, put it in & basin, pour in the mixiure, tie
your cloth in the nsunl way, not too fight; pat
in balf & gallon of olling water; atd
nore now and then If required; let it
simmer two hounrs and thirty minutes,
turn ont of oloth, auwd serve on n hot dish

Serve plaln, if preferred, or with the ssuce
only. After which, when st the dinlng-room
door, pour round a gillof either brandy or rum,
which set on fBre with a piece of pauper: place
the dish on the table, let [t burn balf & mioute,
autl povr over it a savce, made as lollows—half
o pint of ordinary plain melted butter, rather
thick, vdd 10 it two teaspoonfuls of sugur, the
joice of balf & lemon, and & pat of butter; stir
quick, pour over your puddiog when very hot.
